American Cruiser." 


MADUID, June -IT 2p. in.,—The mln- 
iter of marine. Captain Aunon, went 
-j Ihe Paluce al noon today and read 
lo the Queen Uc£cnl an oflleial dispatch 
m the subject of the recent fight at 
Santiago de Cuba, the gist of which is 
as follows: 


"At H o'clock on Friday morning one 


of the enemy's large cruisers and an 
uixlliary cruiser attempted to force an 
nlraiice Into thu harbor of Santiago de 
Juba. 
They 
surprised the scouts 


guarding the entrance, but not the ar- 
lillery of Fort Morro. 
The guns o£ the 


cruiser Itelna Mercedes, a battery from 
the llcimi Mercedes, which hart been 
placed In the Suuapa fort, a 
torpedrf 


boat destroyer and 
a 
torpedo boat 


opened lire on tlie enemy. 


"The American cruiser, Merrimac, 


was sunk by our vessels and torpedoes 
and the large American cruiser

'The IMnu. Mercedes captured one
